THE MP for Faversham has been 
named Minister for the Olympics as 
part of the coalition Government. 

Ex-Army officer Hugh Robertson met Prime 
Minister David Cameron and his deputy, 
Liberal Democrat leader Nick Clegg, late last 
week in London to accept the role. 

Before the announcement, the father-of-one 
said he was unsure if he would secure his 
dream job, following an agreement between 
the Prime Minister and Mr Clegg to appoint a 
number of Lib Dems to Cabinet positions. 

However, speaking after the announcement, 
Mr Robertson said: “You never bank on getting 
these jobs and clearly with all the negotiations 
that have been going on I didn’t know if I was 
likely to get it or not, but I’m absolutely 
delighted I did. 

“What with the planning for the 2012 
Olympics and the bid for the 2018 football 
World Cup, there’s never been a more exciting 
time to be a sports minister. I’m hoping to help 
build a sporting legacy for this country off the 
back of them both.” 

The news of Mr Robertson’s post is seen as a 
major boost for Faversham and its aim of revi¬ 
talising the Creek. The Conservative has spo¬ 
ken of his desire to see the Cambria barge sail 
out of Faversham and up the Thames during 
the Olympics, placing the historic market 
town on the international map. 

After hearing the news, fellow Swale MP 
Gordon Henderson said: “I’m delighted Hugh 
has been made Sports Minister for the 
Olympics. He is an excellent chap who has

Boy racer gets 
car back after 
pitch damage

A BOY racer who churned 
up a cricket pitch near 
Faversham had his car 
confiscated by police, only 
to have it returned again. 

Chairman of Sheldwich Cricket 
Club, Martin Mills, said he thought 
his problems were over when he 
heard a yob’s silver Vauxhall Corsa 
had been seized. 

But police seized the car but once 
the offender pays the storage costs, 
then it has to be released. 

Mr Mills said: “We’ve had prob¬ 
lems for more than two years. We 
believe it to be the same lad. 

“This year was particularly bad 
and he caused more damage than 
before. 

“When we heard he’d had his car 
seized we were thrilled, but then we 
heard the car had been returned. 

“He should have lost his car by 
default. To a young man his car is 
probably his biggest possession and 
in my view a clear message should 
have been sent out. 

“He has paid £290 to get it back, 
so we have to wait and see if he 


turns up again.” 

A police spokesman explained: 
“Once the vehicle is seized, it is 
taken to a storage facility and if the 
owner decides to pay the costs to get 
the car back then they can. 

“Obviously the incidents relating 
to them driving antisocially will 
remain on their record and if they 
continue doing it, more serious 
action can be taken.” 

Mr Martin says the youth’s antics 
had left them with a huge repair 
problem. 

He said: “Because it’s been drier, 
we’ve been left with three-inch 
gouges which are impossible to fix 
with the roller. 

“This lad didn’t just come on to 
the pitch and use it as a practice 
track, he was also very aggressive 
to people. On one occasion he drove 
straight for one of the neighbours, 
narrowly missing them. 

‘We are pretty confident we know 
who it is.” 

According to Mr Mills, the teenag¬ 
er, who police have not yet named, 
has also caused damage to the crick¬ 
et nets by swinging on the roll cages. 

The chairman says he has visited 
the teenager’s home to try to find a 
resolution, but his father denies his 
son is involved.

He retained his seat on May 6 with 
a landslide 26,250 votes beating his 
nearest rival, Liberal Democrat 
David Naghi by 17,088 votes.

Hunt for thugs in vicious attack 


POLICE are hunting two thugs who 
launched a vicious and unprovoked 
attack on a young man on the Isle of 
Sheppey last week. 

The 29-year-old man was sprayed 
in the face before being assaulted at 
the Telescope Alley end of James 
Street, Sheerness at 9.30am on 
Wednesday, May 12. 

His 32-year-old friend was also 
attacked when he tried to intervene. 

Officers are not linking the attack 
with an assault last month where the 
victims were also sprayed in the face. 

Investigating officer DC Steve Rees 
said: “As the victim got into his car he 
was approached by a man who 
sprayed something in his face and 
then assaulted him. The victim suf¬ 
fered a broken arm and serious lacer¬ 


ations to his head and was taken to 
hospital for treatment. He is now out 
of hospital and is making a good 
recovery but is still very shaken by 
what happened. 

“When his friend tried to intervene 
he was also assaulted, sustaining a 
cut to the back of his head. 

“We know there was a second 
offender present, although we don’t 
yet know the extent of the part he 
played in the two assaults, and we 
are keen to trace both men.” 

DC Rees added: “The two men 
made off from James Street on foot 
via Telescope Alley and headed into 
Clyde Street. We think they got into 
a light-coloured van in Alexandra 
Road and drove off towards Marine 
Parade. We believe the van had black 


writing on the back with the partial 
word ‘stoke’ on it. 

“This was a particularly nasty, 
unprovoked assault and we are keen 
to trace the two offenders. We are 
appealing for anyone information.” 

The first suspect is described as 
white, aged about 30, of large build 
and wearing a beige or grey top and 
jeans. The second man was also 
white, heavily built with short dark 
hair and about 5ft lOin. He was in 
his late 20s to mid 30s, wearing jeans 
and a dark blue top with a light 
coloured T-shirt underneath.

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Death crash driver is 
jailed for lour years

A DRIVER has been jailed and given 
a lengthy ban after causing a serious 
accident which claimed the life of a 
teenage boy 

Anthony Farmer, of Sanders Court, Minster, 
admitted a charge of causing the death of 17- 
year-old Tom Graysmark by dangerous driving, 
on August 14,2009. 

Farmer, 27, was jailed for four years, banned 
from driving for six years and ordered to take an 
extended re-test at the end of his disqualification. 

Farmer had been driving friends, including 
Tom, from Leysdown to Sheemess. The group 
had been visiting Tom’s sister. 

The court heard how Farmer drove his Peugeot 
106 along Lower Road at Brambledown when he 
began overtaking other vehicles while he was 
negotiating a right hand bend. As a result he col¬ 
lided head-on with a Rover 75. 

Tom, who was a front seat passenger, suffered 
fatal injuries and was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

The two elderly occupants of the Rover, togeth¬ 
er with one other passenger in the Peugeot, were 
taken to hospital with serious injuries. 

Farmer was flown to hospital by helicopter 
with serious chest injuries and he has no made a 
full recovery. 

After the case at Maidstone Crown Court, a 
statement from Tom’s family was issued by 
police. 

It said that their lives had been devastated by 
Farmer’s stupidity and there could be no justice. 


They added: “Since losing Tom, our lives have 
changed through no choice of our own. Living 
without Tom is unbearable. 

“Not only has Tom’s death affected our lives, 
but the whole family, friends and anyone else 
who knew him. 

“There are no words that can describe the feel¬ 
ings, the pain and the hurt we all feel. It is inde¬ 
scribable. Tom had no control over his life that 
night. The driver of the car was responsible for 
the lives of his passengers. His actions and stu¬ 
pidity resulted in Tom’s needless death. 


"Whatever happens, there will be no justice for 
us or for Tom.” 

Sgt Glyn Walker, of the serious collision investi¬ 
gation unit, said: ‘What should have been an 
enjoyable night out ended in tragedy as a result 
of the complete disregard by Farmer for other 
road users and the safety of his own passengers. 

“Kent Police and the Crown Prosecution 
Service will continue to robustly prosecute such 
drivers as part of our efforts to reduce the num¬ 
bers of those killed and seriously injured on the 
roads of Kent.” 


ASBOs aimed at 
rowdy tenants 

ROWDY tenants were issued with anti¬ 
social behaviour orders for a string of 
antics that spanned more than two years. 

Magistrates imposed an ASBO on 
Philip Pearson, 41, of St George’s Avenue, 
Sheemess, and two days later issued a 
second ASBO to Elizabeth Mackrill, 54, 
of Cavell Way, Sittingboume. 

Under the terms of the orders, the pah- 
are forbidden from behaving in any loud, 
drunk, rowdy or abusive manner within 
or around their neighbourhoods for a 
period of two years. 

Banned 

Mackrill is also banned from entering 
the surrounding area of St George’s 
Avenue for the duration of the order. 

A spokesman at Amicus Horizon hous¬ 
ing association said: “Mr Pearson’s 
behaviour became a problem in January, 
2008, when neighbours reported loud, 
drunken and often abusive behaviour. 

“Because Mr Pearson’s and Ms 
Mackrill’s behaviour was irregular, it did 
lengthen the operation, but made it even 
more important for us to build a water¬ 
tight case.” 

Charity cash box 
suspects bailed 

TWO teenagers have been arrested on 
suspicion of theft after a cash box con¬ 
taining £18 was taken from the RSPCA 
charity shop in Sheemess. 

The box was taken from the shop in 
Broadway, sometime between 11.30am 
and 12.45pm on May 5. 

An 18-year-old from Queenborough 
and a 19-year-old from Sheemess were 
arrested on suspicion of theft. 

The 19-year-old was also arrested for 
allegedly assaulting a police officer. 

Both have been bailed until June 10.

Nuisance bikers 

POLICE are asking the public to 
report nuisance motorcyclists as 
the warmer weather arrives. 

PCSO Jack Berriman- 
Fairbrother says police are ready to 
seize bikes being ridden in an anti¬ 
social way. 

He said: ‘We have already seized 
nuisance bikes and will continue to 
pursue those who ride illegally. 

“Many of these bikes are danger¬ 
ous, leak fuel and have not passed 
safety regulations. 

“They have a big impact on the 
community, especially during the 
summer when people are trying to 
enjoy the outdoors. They also dam¬ 
age farmers’ crops. 

“And safety is a worry. I’m partic¬ 
ularly concerned about young chil¬ 
dren being knocked over.”

DRINKERS had nowhere to hide 
as police patrolled the streets of 
Sheemess to enforce the alcohol 
ban zone. 

Officers who conducted a sweep of 
the High Street and surrounding 
area earlier this month confiscated 
and disposed of booze from nui¬ 
sance and underage drinkers. 

Sgt Stef Martin said: ‘We can 
seize alcohol in the zone and if peo¬ 
ple refuse to hand it over or leave 
the zone, we can issue a fixed penal¬ 
ty notice or arrest them.” 


A BANNED Sheppey motorist who 
lied to police for more than eight 
months has been jailed for driving 
while disqualified. 

Paul Andrew Griffin, of Turmine 
Court, Minster, was already serving 
a suspended sentence for driving 
while disqualified when an off-duty 
police officer saw him getting into a 
green BMW on Minster Road in 
September, 2009. 

Denial 

The 40-year-old denied driving the 
car, saying the engine had been 
removed at the time of the offence. 

The father-of-one stuck to his story 
for more than eight months and at a 
cost of thousands to the taxpayer. 

However, CCTV footage presented 


at Sittingboume Magistrates’ Court 
on May 13 prompted a change of 
heart and Griffin pleaded guilty to 
driving while disqualified and not 
having valid insurance. 

The court heard how Griffin, who 
has previous convictions dating back 
to 1989, had recently tried to turn 
his life around by signing up for col¬ 
lege courses in maths, English and 
ICT, with the result his offending 
“calmed down”. 

However, magistrates rejected a 
request not to impose a prison sen¬ 
tence, saying there was a “clear and 
persistent” pattern of offending. 

Griffin was sentenced to 120 days 
imprisonment, disqualified from 
driving for 18 months and ordered to 
pay £100 costs.

Mam flies back 
to Portugal for 
jail sentence 


GARRY Mann, the football fan 
from Faversham convicted of 
hooliganism during Euro 2004, 
has finally been extradited to 
Portugal to serve a two-year jail. 

Garry Mann, of Gordon Square, fought his 
extradition for 18 months but a final attempt 
was rejected at the High Court on May 7. 

Judges described his application for bail, as 
“arguable” and the 52-year-old travelled back 
to Portugal on May 12. 

An d last week Mann, a former fire-fighter 
for 31 years, flew from London Heathrow air¬ 
port to Lisbon, where he was transported to 
an undisclosed prison. 

Speaking to Yourswale before his extradi¬ 
tion, Mr Mann said he had been hung out to 
dry. He said: “My faith in the justice system 
has gone. I relied on it to do the right thing. 
The foreign office had evidence that proves I 
was telling the truth but have sat on it and 
that hurts.” 

Speaking to a BBC reporter before board¬ 
ing his plane at Heathrow, he added: “It is 
time for the new Government to do some¬ 
thing about the European arrest warrant 
and for the British people to realise what the 
European arrest warrant is about. 

“What started off as being designed for ter¬ 
rorists can now be used for anyone on holi¬ 
day, and English supporters abroad and

something needs to be done about it.” 

Mann claims he did not receive a fair trial 
over his part in a riot in the Algarve resort. A 
Birmingham City supporter, he has always 
maintained his innocence saying he was 
drinking with friends in a bar in Albufeira 
when a riot began in a nearby street. 

He was arrested, tried and convicted with¬ 
in 48 hours. 

His lawyers maintain he was only allowed 
five minutes with his barrister before the 
trial, could not understand the proceedings 
and did not know what charge he faced until 
after he was convicted. 

He accepted voluntary deportation from 
Portugal which he understood to be in place 
of serving his sentence in Britain. 

On his return a British judge found the 
trial had contravened his human rights and 
he was not made to serve his sentence. 

Mann heard nothing until 18 months ago 
when he was unexpectedly arrested under 
the European arrest warrant system. 

Portuguese authorities said the delay in 
extradition was because they were unaware 
Mann could not be jailed in the UK unless he 
had begun his sentence in Portugal. 

As an extradition hearing does not review 
the evidence, Mann has never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to present his defence. 


School building reflects aviation history 


PLANNING permission was granted for a 
£4.3 million school building on Sheppey 
designed in the shape of a plane wing. 

Sir Winston Churchill was one of many 
who learnt to fly on Sheppey and the 
design recognises the island’s rich history. 

The building will replace temporary 
classrooms at Eastchurch Primary School. 

The plan was agreed by Kent County 
Council’s planning committee on Tuesday, 
May 11. Designed by Dover-based 
Hartwell Architects, there will be seven 
classrooms with renewable-energy tech¬ 
nology, including solar panels. 

Building work starts this summer and 
will be completed in September 2011. 



The building will house 210 pupils and 
is an extension to Eastchurch Primary 
School. It will have the same head teacher 
and governing body, but will be located 
about two miles away from the main 
school in Eastchurch. 



Camera set up to catch 
wrong-way drivers 


A HAWKEYE camera has been set up in 
Shortlands Road, Sittingboume to tackle 
drivers who persistently ignore the one-way 
system. 

Police have already identified a number of 
offenders and are set to prosecute those who 
ignore their warnings. 

The operation was launched in response to 
a number of complaints from worried mem¬ 
bers of the community. 

PCSO Ian Henderson said: “It is important 
that we stress to drivers the dangers of this 
action to local people, cyclists and vehicles 
who are travelling the correct way. 

“Due to the way this road is designed, there 
are a lot of blind comers where an accident 
could potentially happen.”

Both men are currently being questioned at 
Sittingboume Police Station.

TWO teenagers were arrested after police 
raided a house in Sittingboume. 

A 16-year-old boy was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possession of a class B dmg, together 
with a 15-year old boy suspected of breaching 
his bail conditions. 

The arrests were made after police execut¬ 
ed a warrant to search a property in West 
Lane on May 14, when they seized a small 
quantity of what is believed to be ampheta¬ 
mine. 

The 16-year-old boy is still being ques¬ 
tioned by police, while the 15-year-old is due 
to appear before magistrates.

Graeme Tuff, Swale council’s green 
space officer, said “The awards are recog¬ 
nition of the effort put into keeping the 
beaches in great condition. 

“The awards are about about cleanli¬ 
ness, water quality, facilities and man¬ 
agement of the beaches. This represents 
a great team effort by beach cleaners 
and lifeguards to keep standards up. 
This is the perfect start to summer for 
isle tourism.” 


AN APPEAL hearing for planning 
permission to cover 18 hectares of 
Faversham farmland with 8,000 
polytunnels has concluded. 

All parties must now wait to find out if the 
Government planning inspector will pass the 
application for strawberry growers to expand at 
Hemhill Nurseries, near Dargate. 

S&A Group wants to increase production 
using plastic polytunnels to protect the crop and 
increase yield. 

However, after a landmark mling in 2006, 
polytunnels must have planning permission 
before any constmction can take place. 

The nursery grows 1,500 tonnes of strawber¬ 
ries using 15 hectares, but owners hope to dou¬ 
ble output and compete against foreign 
importers using an additional 18 hectares. 

Residents living near the site, including for¬ 
mer boxer Barry McGuigan, opposed the 
appeal. They said that as well as spoiling the 
views, the structures would exacerbate the 
flood-risk on the land, north west of the Thanet 
Way A299 and south of High Street Road, 
Waterham. 

The appeal heard that up to six planning offi¬ 
cers had recommended approval since the appli¬ 
cation was first submitted in 2008. However, 
Swale councillors overruled the decision. The 
inquiry followed appeals by the nursery. 


An economist speaking on behalf of S&A 
Group told planning inspector Jennifer Vyse 
additional land would bring jobs and income to 
the area. 

James Standard said: “Nineteen full-time 
staff are employed by the nursery together with 
450 seasonal workers. With the additional land, 
this would increase to 39 permanent staff and 
two apprenticeships. The polytunnels would 
enable an all-year season and the workers could 
be employed year round. 

“The polytunnels would also see the company 
increase purchases made locally from £3.1 mil¬ 
lion to £6.3m and the company would increase 
its contribution to the local economy from £9.2m 
to £15.4m. 

‘What else could contribute £6.2m to the local 


economy and create that number of jobs?” 

When challenged by opponents of the scheme, 
including Martin Parsons, of Waterham Road, 
the company conceded their promise of purchas¬ 
ing local produce was countywide and not tar¬ 
geted at Swale firms. 

The company revealed plans to install bunds 
to address flooding concerns. Bunds would per¬ 
mit the retention of winter floodwater to count¬ 
er summer deficits, creating permanent lagoons 
and protecting vulnerable areas from perma¬ 
nent flooding. 

Mrs Vyse ordered an appraisal of the bunds 
by the Environment Agency. 

The outcome of the appeal will be announced 
in the next few weeks. It if fails, S&A Group 
could take the case to the High Court.

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Snail farm is aiming to 
turn pests into pounds

THE common snail is normally 
viewed as a pest rather than a 
pleasure, and most people would 
rather poison them than consider 
eating them. 

However a snail farm aims to buck the trend 
when it opens in Faversham, breeding snails 
for the gourmet food market. 

The Slow Summer Snail Farm will open on 
May 29 at Brogdale Farm - home of the nation¬ 
al fruit museum. 

Helen Howard, of Snail Farm, said: “Snails 
are largely considered a pest in the UK. 
However, unlike their garden cousins, these are 
edible and delicious and we would love to 
encourage more people to try them. 

Gastronomes 

“The idea behind the farm is to encourage 
people to taste them and to learn more about 
them from handling them. They are safe to 
handle and the slime is thought to have anti¬ 
bacterial properties. Indeed snail slime is used 
to manufacture skin creams. 

“For the gastronomes there will be snails 
cooked in garlic butter to take away.” 

Sally Roger, at Brogdale Collections, added:

“Most gardeners try to keep snails out of the 
garden. However, what better place to see them 
than in the lovely setting of Brogdale Farm. 


“If snails don’t take your fancy, there are plen¬ 
ty other things to see and do.” 

Snail farming is big business in Europe, with 
700 million consumed each year in France alone. 

Eying up the lucrative market, Eastern 
European businesses quickly got in on the act 
and, with the perfect climate for snail breeding, 
British companies are increasingly keen to do 
the same. 

However, before you rush out into your gar¬ 
den with your frying pan and a bulb of garlic, 
an expert has issued a cautionary warning. 

Process 

Andrew Downes, a partner in the South West 
Snails company, breeds the Helix aspersa mix- 
ima snail for top chefs including Gordon 
Ramsay, Albert Roux and Gary Rhodes. 

He says while it’s possible to eat a garden 
snail, they may have eaten slug pellets or peste- 
cides or toxic plants and pass these on to you. 

And while wild snails may solve this problem, 
they would need to be purged before they’re 
consumed to ensure that all grit or toxic sub¬ 
stance has left their body and this process can 
take anything from a few days to a month. 

So it’s a lottery. And one can safely conclude 
that the traditional power struggle between 
gardener and snail will continue. 

But not at The Slow Summer Snail Farm.

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Stimson goes 

asScally cuts 

Gills jobs after 
latest defeat 


A WHIRLWIND week at 
Gillingham FC has led to an 
uncertain future for players and 
supporters of Kent’s only Football 
League club. 

Chairman Paul Scally moved quickly follow¬ 
ing the Gills’ second relegation in three sea¬ 
sons last weekend, first announcing the depar¬ 
ture of manager Mark Stimson and then the 
surprising release of all 14 out-of-contract 
players. 

The Dubai-based businessman told the BBC 
he was angered by the manner of the team’s 
3-0 defeat at Wycombe, which sealed the club’s 
fate in front of more than 2,700 away fans. 

He said: “The performance was alarming for 
me and I troubled about it all over the week¬ 
end. I don’t remember feeling as low as I feel 
at the moment, because I feel I’ve failed. 

“I appointed the manager and I stuck by

him. I gave him the funds he needed at every 
instance, I worked him a decent budget and I 
think we’ve got a very good squad of players.” 

Former Grays and Stevenage boss Stimson 
was appointed Gills manager in November 
2007, but was unable to halt the club’s slide 
into League Two. 

His new-look team bounced straight back 
with promotion via the play-offs in May 2009, 
but failed to win a single away game in a dis¬ 
appointing return to the third flight. 

Resignation 

Supporters verbally abused Stimson and 
called for him to resign following the disas¬ 
trous defeat at Wycombe, but the 42-year-old 
refused to budge until Mr Scally forced his 
hand two days later.

“I’m contracted but that will be up to the 
chairman,” Stimson told KOS Media after the 
game. 

“He’ll make that decision and I’m sure he’ll 
be honest with me. You can see that the sup¬ 
porters weren’t too happy at the end and there 
were shouts of my name. 

“That’s a discussion myself and the chair¬ 
man will have, and I’m sure he will make the 
right decision that he thinks will take the club 
forward.” 

The day after Stimson left the club by 
“mutual consent”, it was announced that all 14 
out-of-contract players had been released and 
were free to seek employment elsewhere. 

These included captain Barry Fuller and 
popular veterans Simon Royce and Mark 
Bentley. 


However, it was noted that the next manag¬ 
er would reassess the situation when he is 
appointed. 

Early favourite for the job is former player- 
manager Andy Hessenthaler, who recently 
missed out on three successive promotions 
with his new club Dover Athletic. 

Hessenthaler told KOS Media early this 
week that he had received no contact from Mr 
Scally, but that he would like to return to full¬ 
time management. 

“I’ve never hidden my desire to return to 
Football League management,” he said. “But I 
am on contract at Dover and have a job to do 
to win the Conference South next season.” 

Another candidate had been thought to be 
first team coach Mark Robson, but he was 
released from his role at the club on Tuesday. 


Paedophile gets 
foreign travel ban 


A NOTORIOUS sex offender has been 
banned from visiting an entire continent. 

The foreign travel order prevents pae¬ 
dophile Frederick Stephens from going 
to Asia where it is believed he intended 
to "buy a wife’. 

He had been part of the Wonderland 
Club that was smashed in 1998. 

Stephens was among 107 men arrest¬ 
ed for ‘trading 5 photos of children over 
the internet. 

Stephens was jailed in 2001 for child 
sex offences. 

This new order prevents the 55-year- 
old from going anywhere in the Far East 
for three years, thanks to the efforts of 
worried detectives. 

The Margate father-of-two is also for¬ 
bidden from entering Turkey. 

It follows a civil action at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court. The case will not be 
reviewed again until at least May 2013.

Former MPs support David 
Miliband in leadership bid 


DAVID Miliband has won the back¬ 
ing of former Kent MPs in his quest 
to succeed Gordon Brown as leader 
of the Labour Party. 

The ex-Foreign Secretary was the first to 
throw his hat in the ring following Mr Brown’s 
resignation last Tuesday, and the decision has 
been welcomed by fellow party members in the 
Garden of England. 

Should the 44-year-old win the leadership 
contest he will have until 2015 to rebuild the 
Labour Party and mount a serious election 
challenge - unless the new Con-Lib coalition 
fails before then. 

Other possible contenders include Mr 
Miliband’s younger brother and former Energy 
Secretary Ed Miliband, ex-Education Secretary 
Ed Balls and outgoing Chancellor Alistair 
Darling. 

Gwyn Prosser, who lost his Dover seat to the 
Conservatives, gave his backing to the elder 
sibling while simultaneously slating Mr Balls. 

He said: “David has shown himself to be a 
highly effective performer. He has good leader¬ 
ship skills and has done a great job as Foreign 
Secretary, but most of all he is able to articulate 
some of the most complex issues. That’s essen¬ 
tial these days. 

“On the other hand Ed Balls has some unfor¬ 
tunate characteristics. I was not at all happy 


with the way he stigmatised some of the very 
talented schools in Kent (as part of the 
National Challenge programme) and in my 
own constituency.” 

Before his election to Parliament in 2001, 
David Miliband had served as Tony Blair’s 
Head of Policy and was credited for playing a 
major part in the Labour Party’s landslide 
victory of 1997. 

He served in various ministerial posts for the 
first several years of his tenure until being 
appointed Environment Secretary in 2006, and 
then Foreign Secretary a year later. 

“I think David is dynamic and is an intellec¬ 
tual heavyweight who would have a broad 
appeal,” said former Chatham and Aylesford 
MP Jonathan Shaw. 

“He would be more than a match for the new 
Prime Minister and his deputy.” 

Despite refusing to reveal his pick for the 
leadership, former Gillingham and Rainham 
MP Paul Clark said both the Milibands could 
do a good job. 

He added: “There’s a wide range of talent out 
there and they both have their strengths. 

“Both are equally very capable and possess a 
great number of positive assets. 

“All the potential leaders would no doubt 
bring different things to the party, but the 
critical thing is that we have a leader who is 
energetic and who has a vision of how we 
should go forward.”

This culminated in an emergency meeting 
at the American social network’s headquarters last 
week to discuss why everyone has stopped playing 
Mafia Wars and turned the guns on them. 

You see if you’ve never explored the brain- 
bleedingly complex privacy controls (50 different 
settings and 170 options), then the vast majority of 
your facebook interaction is available to the entire 
interweb. 

Not just your friends, not just your network, not 
even just facebook users. The. Whole. Internet. 

That drunken wall post in which you compared 
your boss with North Korean dictator Kim Jong-il. 
That picture of you vomiting on a friend’s car wearing 
a blonde wig and a tutu. There for all to see, unless of 
course you’ve bothered to tell facebook otherwise. 

It didn’t always used to be this way. When facebook 
launched in 2005, only a fraction of this information 
could be seen by default, and none of it by the entire 
internet. 

But things change, especially when information is 
worth money to third parties interested in accurately 
targeted marketing campaigns. 

There will be some who are unbothered by this. I’m 
sure there are people who’ve never had a 


compromising photo taken and are happy everything 
they post can be seen. But you’re missing the point. 

Currently, facebook’s privacy settings are opt-in. If 
you don’t change them yourself, no one is going to do 
it for you. Surely private should be the default 
setting? 

Meanwhile some smug commentators are scaling 
new levels of supercilious self-satisfaction by claiming 
“it’s your fault if you share that sort of information 
and don’t check privacy settings. Noob! LoL!” 

This sort of thing isn’t helpful, and fails to note the 
huge variety of people currently using facebook. 

Its bright, easy to navigate system is not targeted at 
tech heads. 

It is purposely enticing everyday users who just 
want to stay in touch, and the interface implies a 
default level of privacy which does not exist. 

Of course, the easiest way to avoid all this is not to 
join the first place, or failing that, delete your account. 

This is where things get a bit freaky. Without 
Googling the increasingly popular “how do I delete 
my facebook account?” just try to commit social 
network seppuku. 

Deactivation is straightforward, but does nothing to 
protect your privacy, or terminate your account. All 
your info is still there. 

To escape facebook’s clutches entirely the system is 
long (two weeks!), frustrating, and purposely 
complex. 

Facebook is desperate to be your special friend 
forever... Get out while you can. To delete your 
account go to www.wikihow.com/Permanently-Delete- 
a-Facebook-Account.

Dispelling myths that 
surround nursing 

May 12 - Florence Nightingale’s 
birthday - is International Nurses’ 
Day and this year also marked the 
100th anniversary of her death. 

Nurses from Medway Maritime 
Hospital looked at some of the 
common misconceptions about 
nursing and how things have 
changed since the Lady with the 
Lamp walked the wards. 

“A nurse is an assistant to the 
doctor”; “I’d equate nursing with 
something like hairdressing - there 
are some skills involved but not too 
technical”; “Not for those who could 
do a degree”; “I’m not sure you need 
to be a leader to be a good nurse - 
surely doctors have the final say 
anyway”. 

Those are just some of the 
comments highlighted in a recent 
report about nursing, which show 
that the public generally believe 
nurses to be put-upon victims of 
their vocation, unambitious and 
usually female. 

The public image of nursing 
appears to have changed little since 
the days of Florence Nightingale. 

This couldn’t be further from the 
truth. Nurses are highly-skilled, 
educated to degree level and enjoy 
autonomy in their roles. 

They work closely alongside 
doctors, not below them, and they 
are highly respected. And the 
number of male nurses entering the 
profession is increasing all the time. 

Nursing is being done a disservice 
and it’s only right to dispel some of 
these myths and let people know 
what a career in nursing is like.

Onine judgement 
puts sentencing 
ball in your court

THINK there are too many 
hardened criminals on our streets 
because of “soft” sentencing by out- 
of-touch courts and judges? 

If so, check out a new interactive website which 
has been launched in Kent to counter that 
perception by allowing the public to pass their 
own sentences on virtual villains. 

They can then compare the outcome of real life 
cases, with names changed, with their own 
sentencing suggestions. 

One case is already online, and it appears most 
people agreed with the bench of magistrates 
shown in the interactive film of a man found 
guilty of criminal damage and given a 
community sentence. But a few wanted him 
locked up for three months. More cases will be 
uploaded in the coming months. 

The Kent Criminal Justice Board (KCJB) said 
it is concerned many people still don’t know what 
happens inside a real court room, nor appreciate 
how complex an apparently simple hearing can 
turn out to be. 




WEBSITE: You judge the defendant in the interactive court which gives an eye-opening view of the justice system 


It has created a chance for the public to judge 
and pass sentence on a real-life criminal court 
cases. The interactive guide to sentencing takes 
the viewer along the passage of justice step by 
step, explaining some of the usually hidden details. 

It shows how the decision-making process 
works and gives visitors to the site the chance to 
be the judge and pass sentence themselves. 

Acting Chief Constable of Kent Adrian 
Leppard, who chairs the Kent Criminal Justice 
Board, said: “Improving people’s knowledge of 
how the criminal justice system in general and 
the courts in particular work is a key factor in 
improving public confidence.” 


Deputy chairman of the Magistrates’ 
Association, John Fassenfelt, who sits on the 
Central Kent Bench, said: “The website is 
designed to open the system up to communities 
and help them see, first-hand, that the 
punishment fits the crime and the important 
part that magistrates courts play in serving their 
communities. 

The KCJBis comprised of Kent Police, Crown 
Prosecution Service, Kent Probation, the Prison 
Service, Courts Service, Youth Offending Services 
and the Legal Services Commission.

OPERATION DYNAMO 
70TH ANNIVERSARY 

Tuesday, May 25, to Thursday, May 27 
Ramsgate Royal Harbour 

SEVENTY years ago, Ramsgate 
played an important part in one of 
the most extraordinary operations 
of World War II. 

Over a period of nine days in May 1940, 
338,000 British and Allied troops were res¬ 
cued from the beaches and port of Dunkirk in 
France. The Admiralty commandeered 800 
civilian boats as part of Operation Dynamo 
and these boats became known as the Little 
Ships. Next week, the remaining 50 Little 
Ships will return to Dunkirk to commemorate 
the dramatic evacuation. 

To mark the 70th anniversary of Operation 
Dynamo and the contribution made by the 
community, Ramsgate will be the focus for a 
series of events. The commemorations start on 
the evening of Tuesday, May 25 with a talk by 
David Welch, professor of modem history at 
the University of Kent. He will be giving a talk 
called The Story of Operation Dynamo - The 
Evacuation from Dunkirk - at the Oak Hotel. 

On Wednesday, May 26, there will be a range 
of events taking place as part of Dynamo Day, 
organised by Ramsgate Heritage Partnership. 
A service for the Little Ships will be held at 
Sailors Church with veterans’ standards at 
noon, followed by the parade. 

At 1pm a lunch will take place at the Oak 
Hotel with a special guest of honour - Celia 
Sandys, granddaughter of Sir Winston 
Churchill and author of Chasing Churchill. 
There will also be a tribute to Dame Vera 
Lynn, performed by Kas. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, Allan Willett, 
will inspect the Little Ships at the Royal 
Harbour at 2.30pm and Reverend Tom Heifer, 
secretary general of The Mission to Seafarers, 
will bless the boats. The Mayor’s reception will 
be held at Custom House at 5pm, followed by 
a skippers briefing at 6.30pm. 

Step back in time for a 1940s-themed night 
of fun at the Belgian Bar and Cafe, with Tony 
LeSurf and Four’s A Crowd from 7pm. The day 
will finish with a bang as the spectacular fire¬ 
work display gets underway at 10pm. 

Early the next morning, the 50 original 
Little Ships will set off for Dunkirk, escorted 
by HMS Monmouth, the RNLI and the 
Maritime Volunteer Service. As they make 
their way across the busiest shipping lane in 
the world, thoughts of the dramatic and coura¬ 
geous evacuation will be at the forefront of 
everyone’s minds. 

A number of events will be taking place at 
Dunkirk over the weekend, including a memo¬ 
rial service on the beach on Saturday, May 29, 
and the Little Ships will return on bank holi¬ 
day Monday (May 31). 

The Association of Dunkirk Little Ships has 
been returning to Dunkirk every five years 


since 1965, when broadcaster Raymond 
Baxter - who had recently bought a Little 
Ship - decided to start the event on the sug¬ 
gestion of his young son. The only exception 
was 1970, when bad weather caused the event 
to be cancelled. 

Operation Dynamo was set in motion on 
May 26, 1940, when the War Office sent a 
secret cipher telegram to the Admiralty stat¬ 
ing that an emergency evacuation of troops 
from the French coast was required immedi¬ 
ately. Although British and Allied Forces were 
fighting hard to stop the German advance 
through Europe, Hitler’s troops had forced 


them to retreat and cornered the Allied Forces 
in a small area around Dunkirk. 

Hundreds of privately-owned pleasure craft 
were pressed into service, being taken to 
Sheemess to be fuelled, then marshalled at 
Ramsgate where Naval officers, ratings and 
experienced volunteers were put on board. 

From Ramsgate, they set out to undertake 
the daring rescue and more than 300,000 lives 
were saved as a result. Today, the phrase 
‘Dunkirk spirit’ is still used to express courage 
and determination in the face of adversity.

OUR airports are under 
siege from volcanoes and 
striking BA staff, so getting 
away by plane can be 
fraught with problems. 

Luckily, here in Kent we are in the 
prime location to take advantage of 
all that Europe has to offer without 
needing to board a plane. 

A wealth of destinations is less 
than half a day away by car and ferry. 

Picardy in the Somme region of 
France is a great place to start. The 
area already attracts a large num¬ 
ber of British travellers who visit 
First World War battlefields, but the 
region has much to offer those less 
interested in military history. 

After arriving in Calais, drive 
south for an hour to the Bay of 
Somme (Baie de Somme). The estu¬ 
ary is considered one of the most 
beautiful in the world and offers vis¬ 
itors long stretches of sandy beaches 
and huge skies where you can watch 
the wildlife or hire bicycles and sand 
yachts. 

One of the biggest attractions for 
visitors is the Parc du Marquen¬ 
terre. This nature reserve, which 
was once a tulip farm created on 
land recovered from the sea, offers 
birdwatchers the chance to get close 
to a wealth of migrating birds. 

Familiar species such as herons 
and oystercatchers can be seen, but 
there is also the chance to see white 
storks on their huge nests that look 
like the end of a chimney sweep’s 
brush, not seen in the UK. 

On your way to the region’s capital 
Amiens, why not stop off at the town 


of Albert, which was totally rebuilt 
after 1918? An excellent lunch can 
be had at the Basilique restaurant 
in the town square opposite the 
church, with its famous golden stat¬ 
ue of an angel and baby Jesus on the 
top of its tower. 

The region’s capital Amiens, just 
30 kilometres away, makes an ideal 
destination for a short break. 

Wander the ancient streets around 
the cathedral. The mighty gothic 
structure is a UNESCO world her¬ 
itage site, with a remarkable facade 
full of intricate carvings of saints, 
kings and folklore. 

An evening meal in the waterside 
district of Saint-Leu offers the 
chance to soak up the atmosphere of 
French dining. 

The area is the historic heart of 


the city but also offers modern 
nightlife and attracts large numbers 
of students who study at the nearby 
Faculty of Science. 

Amiens is situated at the conjunc¬ 
tion of a myriad of rivers and canals. 
First-time visitors should take a 
boat trip round the floating gardens 
of the Hortillonnages. 

These smallholdings surrounded 
by water have been cultivated by 
locals since the Middle Ages. Most 
are now private gardens, although 
some still supply fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles to local shops. 

It is a remarkably tranquil place 
in the centre of the busy city and 
uniquely French in character. It’s 
the ideal place to end your visit to a 
region that deserves being explored 
again and again.

Russell Crowe doesn't quite hit 
the bullseye in Scott's Robin Hood

EVERY generation has its own 
version of Robin Hood. 

Douglas Fairbanks donned the tights with 
pride in the early 1920s, followed by a dashing 
Errol Flynn with a feather in his cap in the 
1930s and Richard Greene in the long-running 
1950s TV series. 

Disney cast a wily fox as Robin in the splen¬ 
did 1973 animated version before Michael 
Praed and then Jason Connery portrayed “the 
hooded man” in the popular ITV series Robin 
Of Sherwood. 

Kevin Costner flexed his bow to Bryan 
Adams’ (Everything I Do) I Do It For You and 
most recently Jonas Armstrong sexed up the 
Saturday night schedule on BBC One as the 
eponymous crusader. 

With each new incarnation, the mythology 
has been embellished and any historical 
veracity sacrificed at the altar of artistic 
license. 

Director Ridley Scott and leading man 
Russell Crowe - who worked together on the 
Oscar-winning Gladiator - reunite for a thun¬ 
derous new opening chapter in the legend of 
the 12th century folk hero. 

Shot with Scott’s typical bombast, this Robin 
Hood juxtaposes spectacular battle scenes 
with romantic interludes, political intrigue 
and melancholic flashbacks, all set to Marc 
Treitenfeld’s rumbustious score. 

It’s unabashedly macho and predictable 
with an inevitable battle cry for Crowe to rally 
the troops into action: Gladiarcher, if you will. 

Richard The Lionheart is slain on the battle¬ 
field by the besieged French. 

Fearless archer Robin Longstride (Crowe) 
and his friends Little John, Will Scarlet and 
Allan A’Dayle head back to England. 

In order to secure safe passage back home, 
Robin poses as slain knight Sir Robert Loxley 
and continues the ruse with the dead man’s 
wife, Marion (Kate Blanchett), in order that 
she clings onto the family estate once ruled by 
the now blind and decrepit Sir Loxley. 


Over time, Robin falls in love with Marion 
but any chances of an enduring romance are 
threatened by double-crossing Godfrey (Mark 
Strong). 

Meanwhile in London, Prince John seizes 
the throne but quickly makes enemies of advi¬ 
sor William Marshal and his mother, Eleanor 
of Aquitaine. 

Robin Hood is a lively jaunt through 
Plantagenet history, incorporating the famil¬ 


iar figures of Friar Tuck and the Sheriff of 
Nottingham. 

Crowe’s accent roams the British Isles 
depending on who he is acting opposite, which 
is distracting, but Blanchett is luminous with 
an unshakable Nottingham burr, which adds 
warmth to some choice lines of dialogue. 

“I sleep with a dagger,” Marion warns Robin 
when they first meet. “If you so much as move 
to touch me, I will sever your manhood!”

Strong doesn’t overplay his villain, hissing 
all of the usual orders to kill Robin, with flecks 
of humour courtesy of the soon-to-be-Merry 
Men. 

Screenwriter Brian Helgeland ends with 
Robin and co exiled in the forest, accompanied 
by the title card, “And so the legend begins”. 

If Scott’s film hits the bullseye at the box 
office, you can be sure that Robin and Marion 
will ride again in a sequel.

YOU may have noticed BBC4 is 
currently in the middle of its Sea 
Fever season.

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Town seek defender as

FAVERSHAM Town manager Justin 
Luchford has expressed his disap¬ 
pointment at losing Lee Shearer to 
Hythe Town but insisted the defend¬ 
er is far from irreplaceable. 

Shearer struck 15 league goals as the 
Lilywhites swept to the Kent League title 
but has opted not to make the step up into 
the Ryman League next season, preferring 
instead to join another promotion push at 
Reachfields. 

Luchford said Shearer’s departure had not 
come as a surprise but admitted he would 
leave a big hole in the Town defence which 
conceded just 23 league goals in 2009/10. 

He said: “I have to thank Lee for all he’s done 
for us, especially this season because he played 
his part in winning us the league. He’s a very 
good player, good to have around the changing 
room. 

“However, the bottom line is money talks - 
[Hythe] offered him obscene money as they have 
eveiy time they’ve spoken to one of my players. 
That’s down to him and we were planning to get 
someone else in so nothing changes for us. 

“I couldn’t match what Hythe were offering 
and we never wanted to. It’s the same as 
always - Hythe and other clubs have come in 
mid-season - but we won’t budge on the way 


we do things because we do things the right 
way. We won’t spend a lot of money because it 
creates animosity among the players.” 

Luchford has yet to make his first signing of 
the close-season but still intends to do all his 
business by mid-June, in time for his holiday 
and then the start of pre-season training. 

Despite thriving on the competition and 
bustle of the football season, Luchford admit¬ 
ted the summer months of negotiations and 
rumours are less to his liking. 

“It’s not a great time to be a manager,” he 


said. “In fact, it’s the worst time of the year 
because I sit at work, wondering who’s speak¬ 
ing to who. Football’s about changing and I’ve 
made no secret of the fact most of my sides 
will be built around youngsters with one or 
two older players. 

“I’d love to have a bigger squad but funds 
determine otherwise. If I have 16 or 17 play¬ 
ers, I’ll be more than happy because we 
haven’t got money to throw around. I can’t 
keep 18 or 19 players happy every week so 
we’ll go with what we’ve got.”

SHANE Byrne endured a painful weekend at 
South Africa’s Kyalami circuit as his World 
Superbikes season continues to stutter in the 
shadow of his team-mate, Carlos Checa. 

The 34-year-old crossed the line 15th in the 
first race while Checa had his Althea Racing 
mechanics smiling as he finished second behind 
Ducati Xerox rider Michel Fabrizio. 

Byrne has yet to finish in the top five this sea¬ 
son and his form is beginning to concern Althea 
bosses, while Checa continues to enjoy greater 
success on the same bike. 

The Sheppey rider, twice the British 
Superbikes champion, improved slightly in race 
two, coming in 13th, but Checa once again out¬ 
shone him with a fifth-placed ride. 

Althea general manager Genesio Bevilacqua 
said: ‘We will have a technical meeting with 
regard to Shane in order to help him out of this 
dark period.” 

Byrne remains 12th in the standings on 62 
points while Checa, now up to 141 points, sits 
joint-third alonsgisde Jonathan Rea. The champi¬ 
onship is turning into a two-horse race between 
Max Biaggi and Leon Haslam ahead of round 
seven at Miller Motorsports in Tooele, Utah.
